The Black W arrior 
River was the first place we recogniz 
ed as having passed 
in 1865.

could see where we forded it a

bluffs. 
After 
passing this moun­ 
tainous country, we come to 
Monte­ 
vallo, near which W ilson’s calvary 
destroyed so many blast furnaces and 
rolling mills. 
Arriving at B irm ing­ 
ham where in ’65 was nothing but 
swamps, we found a large and well 
built modern city. 
It rained all day long so we did not 
see much of the city but we saw many j 
great iron mills aud machine 
shops.
